The  object  is  one  w  hich  cannot  fail  to  excite 
the  interest  and  the  sympathy  of  the  Christian  reader, 
and  the  language  of  the  committee  well  expresses 
the  feelings  which  such  a  reader  must  entertain.  VVe 
should  be  happy  to  observe  more  frequently  sucli  sen¬ 
timents  upon  our  legislative  records. 

Of  this  delightful  institution,  it  is  difficult  to  speak, 
or  even  lo  think,  without  einulion.  That  a  class  of 
human  beings,  vvlio,  by  the  providenceofGixl,  seemed 
placed  in  a  slate  but  little  higher  than  the  brutes, 
should  bo  raised  to  a  condition  “but  little  lower  than 
the  angels;”  that  they  who,  in  their  original  condi¬
